9th. To see what action the town will take in regard to ap- 
pointing a Liquor Agent. 

10th. To see if the town will vote any by laws in regard to 
the control and mauagement of Orford Bridge. : 

llth. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the highway | 
from 8.

12th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the highway 
beginning at the West line of the land owned by John Bickford 
to the house owned by Mrs. John D. Marston and lately occupied 
by Isaac N. Ellsworth.

SCHOOL REPORT. 





Another school year has glided swiftly away, and once more 
in accordance with the honored custoin of ‘‘our fathers,” we hand 
in our report on schools. 


There have been nine schools for the summer, fall and win- 
ter, two hundred and fifty-four weeks in all. Fifteen different 
teachers have been employed, and as shown by the registers, two 
hundred and five pupils have been enrolled. 


The Board have endeavored to secure the best teachers, and 
in engaging teachers preference was given to those who taught 
in the district the previous year, and the teachers of the summer 
term, as far as possible were retained throughout the year. The 
schools on the whole have been successful and the results if not 


_ entirely satisfactory, are as good as could be reasonably expected. 





Two-or three of the teachers have failed to maintain a sufficient 
degree of order, and the progress in those schools has been in 
some measure impaired, but we will briefly glance over the 
schools. 


Ou the Upper Street, Miss Bean taught the school the entire 
year. The sehool was small, but the pupils did good work in all 
their studies. 


The summer and fall term of the Grammar school at the 
Street was taught by Miss Wilson, who carried to the school- 
room an earnest zeal and loye of the work, which could only re- 
sult in one way—a fine school. The good work, began by her 
was carried on in the winter term by Mr. Atwell. The scholars 
were very much interested in their studies and worked faithfully 
to improve themselves. His methods of teaching together with 
h's excellent discipline made the school very successful. 

The Grammar school at the Ville was forced by circumstances 
to change teachers each term,({ Miss Kimball teaching the summer, 
Miss Child the fall, and Mr. Pringle the winter term), therefore 
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the advancement made in that school was not as great as it other- 
wise would have been. The best results were accomplished and 
the most progress made in the fall term by Miss Child, who 
worked very hard and had a successful school. The frequent 
change of teachers is an evil to be avoided, other things being 
equal, the longer a teacher’s service, the more valuable that ser- 
vice is, but in this case the changes were unavoidable. 


Itis with satisfaction we mention the two Primary schools, 
taught this year as last, by Mrs. Price at the Ville and Miss Ri- 
ley at the Street. They were good schools in every respect and 
advancement was made by all the scholars. 


The ‘*Visiting Committee” has taken a great interest in the 
little pupils who have commenced attending school, during the 
past three years, noting the eagerness they had in their work, 
listening to their recitations and following their marked progress 
with a great deal of pride and pleasure. 

The Dame Hill school, summer term was taught by Miss 
Maude Riley, who was a faithful teacher and her school had the 
same praiseworthy results as in the year before. On account of 
her health Miss Riley could not keep the school after the summer 
term, and for the fall and winter terms Miss Edith Child was 
employed and carried the school through very successfully. She 
labored hurd and her scholars made good advancement in their 
studies. 

There were two terms of school at Indian Pond, summer 
and fall of twelve weeks each. Mrs. Chandler tanght the school 
and the scholars all did well, the primary class, especially 
‘‘showing off” to good advantage and appearing much interested 
in their work. 

There were schools at Quint Town and Hall Town in the 
winter, taught by Miss Smith and Miss Blake. These schools 
were not as successful as the Board had hoped and anticipated, 
the one at Quint Town from Jack of scholars, no fault of the 
teacher, for Miss Smith did faithful work in the school, and_ the 
other at Hall Town, from lack of order. Miss Blake had a good 
edusation and would have been a good teacher had she only ap- 
plied a little more force in discipline. 

Through the summer and fall terms of the Davis Town 
school Mrs. Sargent ‘‘held the even tenor of her way.” To 
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mention her name is to tell what the school was, a creditable 
one. Her pupils evinced a marked interest in all their studies 
and made a good appearance at examination. At the close of 
the fall term Mrs. Sargent resigned and Miss Huckins was em- 
ployed for the winter term, The ‘Visiting Committee” (not 
possessing snow shoes) was unable to visit the school but once 
during the winter term, but on the first and only visit every- 
thing indicated a prosperous school. 

Two great hindrances to the success of our schools are 
‘‘tardy marks” and irregular attendince. On one register ap- 
pear one bundred and fifty-four ‘‘tardy marks” in a single term. 
There is also a vreat lack of interest on the part of some of the 
parents. We know it would be a great source of help to the 
teachers and scholars if the parents would visit the schools at 
least once a term. Visit the schools and see what your children 
are doing snd do notdepend altogether on hearsay, and most im- 
portant of all, see that they attend regularly and promptly. 

We believe 1 high school would be very beneficial to the 
town and we trust in the near future we may see a high school 
established in Orford, and that it may become the general cus- 
tom for the more advanced scholars, from all parts of the town 
to attend this school. 

In bringing this report to a close we wish to say that the 
School Board have endeavored to give to the schools and = sehol- 
ars our best efforts, and, taken as a whole, we think that the 
schools of Orford will stand comparison with those of the 
neighboring villages and in the coming year Jet us hope that all 
the citizens as well as the parents will take more interest than 
they ever have before in the education of the children and by 
their co-operation with teachers and Sehool Board make every 
school in town a suceess.
